Early this morning, the boy’s 
family was waiting patiently at 
home for word of their son’s 
fate. Father and mother and 
the boy’s sister, Nancy, IO, and 
brother, Robert, 4, could do no 
more. 


Resum e Operations 


Rescue squads from Morris-, 
ville’s two fire companies, Un­ 
ion and Capitol View and five 
Trenton rescue squads resumed 
their operations in the river at 
9 a.m. below the Pennsylvania 
Railroad bridge. 
Helicopters were pressed in­ 
to the search this afternoon, 
operating from the Lamberton 
St. 
Beach 
and patrolling 
the 
fiver south of the scene of the 
tragic accident, searching for 
the missing boy.

holiday from school, ended with 
the four youths

After fishing for a time, the 
canoe passed under the Lower 
Free Bridge, where a bridge of­ 
ficer, Harry Ward, shouted a 
warning to the youths that the 
water was “ too swift” and to 
get back to shore. 
Moments later, after passing 
through the Delaware Falls, a 
series of rapids, the canoe be­ 
gan shipping water and quickly 
capsized.
